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Ghrist and the Armies of Heaven 


INTRODUCTION: In chapter four, 
and verse one we have a “door opened in 
heaven” through which the apocalyptic 
seer was caught up, after which he views 
things taking place in heaven and on 
earth. What we have in chapter four is 
the manner of the rapture. What we 
have in chapter nineteen is the recur- 
rence or the return of Christ with the 
church. 

TEXT: “And I saw fzaven opened, 
and behold a white horse; and he that sat 
upon him was called FAITHFUL and 
TRUE, and in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war,” Rev. 19:11. 

In chapter six we have the first men- 
tion of a white horse, There the vider rides 
upon earth; here the rider comes down 
out of heaven, who is also a heaveniy rid- 
er. The former held only a dow in his 
hand; the latter held nothing in his hand, 
but “out of his mouth goeth a sharp 
sword, that with it he should smite the 
nations.”” Many believe the former to be 
Antichrist; everybody knows the latter 
to be Christ. The white horse is the em- 
blem of a militant and victorious leader. 
George Washington rode a white horse. 
Napoleon rode on a white horse. The Ro- 
man generals rode on white horses as a 
signal of victory and triumph. We will 
dodge the uncertainties surrounding the 
former and stick to those of a certainty 
connected with the latter. The former 
had a nameless rider; the latter had a 
name known as the “Faithful and True” 
One. The former leads a strategic, blood- 
less conquest; the latter leads the armies 
of heaven, “and in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war.” No description is 
given of the rider of chapter six; of the 
latter, “his eyes were as a flame of fire.” 
By this identification we know Him ta 
be Christ. John saw Him among the 
churches, “and his eyes were as a flame 
of fire,” Rev. 1:14. The rider of chapter 
six was crowned after his bloodless, stra- 
tegic conflict, but here the rider, Christ, 
is crowned before. The former was sim- 
ply given a crown; here the rider had “on 
his head many crowns.” 

KING OF KINGS AND LORD OF LORDS 
The Church Age in chapters one to three 
has run its course, and in chapter four the 
rapture has taken place. Next in order is 
the day of the Lord, chapter 1:10. The 
day referred to is not the Sabbath, but 
the day of Jehovah, mentioned in Isa. 
2:12; 13:9; Joel 1:15; etc. After the 
Church Age, next in order is the setting 
up of the kingdom of heaven upon earth. 
Rev. 1:9 seems to show that the kingdom 
will follow the tribulation, and with this 
St. Paul is in accord, Acts 14:22. Dis- 
pensationally then, revelation as a book is 
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descriptive of the conflict between Satan 
and Christ, which culminates with the 
establishment of the kingdom of heaven 
upon earth at the close of the tribulation. 
Revelation is the preface to the kingdom. 
We should not, therefore, be surprised at 
Christ coming forth with the armies of 
heaven as is here mentioned in our text. 
The conflict is that of sin and evil against 
righteousness. It is therefore a spiritual 
conflict, fought between Christ and Sa- 
tan. Therefore, “in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war.” This war will con- 
tinue until Antichrist and the false proph- 
et are taken and cast into the lake of fire. 
Rev. 19:20. 

Next, Satan is bound, and cast into the 
bottomless pit. Rev. 20:2. By anticipa- 
tion in Rev. 11:15 it is proclaimed that, 
“The kingdoms of this world are become 
the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his 
Christ; and he shall reign for ever and 
ever.” In the nineteenth chapter this 
prophecy is in literal fulfillment as to its 
progress. We should not think it strange 
then to see earth’s Sovereign coming with 
many crowns upon His head. He will 
wear a plurality of crowns; these refer 
distinctively to the character of His 
kingly reign. He is King of kings and 
Lord of lords, consequently all authority 
has its origin in Him. By comparing Rev. 
13:1 and 17:14, it will be seen that the 
beast also had a plurality of crowns, or 
that he reigned over many kings. Christ 
will establish the kingdom as prophesied 
of the Davidic order. He will magnify 
the law and make it honorable. “‘The la-v 
shall go forth from Zion; and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem,” Isa. 2:3. 
Out of His mouth goeth a sharp sword, 
that with it He should smite the na- 
tions. The method is one of judgment in 
righteousness, imposed upon the antichris- 
tian nations. 

THE ARMIES OF HEAVEN 

We have unmistakable evidence that the 
leader of these armies is none other than 
Christ Himself. The question next re- 
verts to those who make up His train, 
who thus follow Him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen, white and clean, v. 
14. While some expositors think the an- 
gels are included, I see in the language of 
the context nothing to warrant that con- 
clusion. 

If there is to be harmony in the analo- 
gy here used, and if there be in the army 
itself any answer to the qualities of their 
general who leads them forth in war, we 
must conclude them to be the “faithful 
and true” ones, who have been called and 
chosen. In this vast army should be found 
apostles, prophets, martyrs, and faithful 
laymen, who have stood with Christ in 
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militant and evangelistic effort while 
here upon earth. It will be remembered 
that the church has been raptured. The 
marriage of the Lamb has taken place, v. 
7. Christ is, in this vision, returning to 
the mundane home of the bride, and it is 
reasonable to believe that those who have 
shared His conflict upon earth should al- 
so share the final triumphs of Christ as 
He sets up His kingdom on earth. The 
one and only complete identification of 
them is to be found in chapters 6:11; 19: 
8, and the context itself, v. 14. Since 
white robes and fine linen, white and 
clean, are representative of the righteous- 
ness of the saints, then we are on solid 
ground when we say that they are the 
redeemed of earth, who are His righteous 
saints. These have the promise that they 
shall reign on the earth with Christ. Rev. 
5:10; 20:6; Matt. 19:28. 
THE WORD OF GoD 

When Christ returns there is said to 
be a name belonging to Him, which is 
in His possession, “that no man knew 
but he himself.” There is no need for 
speculation as to what is here meant, 
however, we may rightfully assume to 
say that it can mean but one thing and 
that is that there is some revelation of 
the embodiment of the incarnation that 
has not as yet at the time of His re- 
turn unto earth been revealed unto His 
prophets. There is, however, a name by 
which He is called, that we all know, and 
that is “The Word of God.” He was the 
Word, which was with God in the be- 
ginning, and which was revealed as the 
Word “full of grace and truth.” It 1s 
particularly significant that, at the end 
of the present evil age, after men have 
denied and rejected the revealed will of 
God concerning the creation and redemp- 
tion of mankind, and have declared them- 
selves to be atheist, and have set up an 
atheistic state (Rev. 13:8), that Christ 
returns as the Word of God. This is both 
fitting and timely. Then shall “they also 
which pierced him” be forced to look 
upon Him; and “every eye shall see him, 
* * * and all kindreds of the earth shall 
wail because of him.” Even so, come, 


Lord Jesus. Amen.

EUROPE 

Mussolini said last week that there 
would not be war in Europe during the 
next three years, however, it is hard to 
prophecy what will take place as a result 
of the present crisis developing between 
Italy and Ethiopia. A dispatch from Lon- 
don, July 29th, states that Great Britain 
plans to build almost a complete new bat- 
tle fleet, consisting of twelve new battle 
ships and thirty-two cruisers at a cost of 
$750, 000,000, work to be done by 1942. 
Dissatisfaction over European situation 
continues to result in increases in Europe's 
armies and navies throughout.

PALESTINE 

Dr. Thomas M. Chalmers, writing in 
the Jewish Missionary Magazine, states 
that “A group of Jews completed the pur- 
chase of 6,000 dunams of land on Mount 
Carmel, bringing the total reserve in Jew- 
ish possession in this area to 20,000 dun- 
ams. A rapid increase in building activity 
is also reported in other parts of the Car- 
mel. The contracting office of the His- 
tadruth, Jewish Federation of Labor, 
stated that it has pending housing jobs 
totaling 70,000 pounds.” 

Other improvements mentioned are the 
establishment of a labor college at the 
newly chartered Jewish Teachers’ Semi- 
nary and People’s University. Also a drive 
to raise $250,000 to enlarge the faculty 
and erect a new building for class rooms, 
laboratories and a library. “The govern- 
ment now has under construction Pales- 
tine’s first radio station near Jerusalem.” 
The Bible Friend furnishes us with news 
of the erection of a Jewish temple in 
Jerusalem. Prophetic students have long 
waited with interest the erection of this 
temple. “From all over the world the Jews 
are coming home. . . Even the Jewish 
temple is being rebuilt in more splendor 
and grandeur than can be imagined. $200, 
000 have been spent on blue prints and

plans alone for it.” Pierre Van Paassen 
traveling in Palestine writes concerning 
Jerusalem, that “it has spread out to three 
times its former size. Great solid build- 
ings, towering edifices, scientific institu- 
tions, homes, churches, hotels, dot the 
hills around the old city where formerly 
was desolation.” More than 4,000 Jews 
are reported as having entered Palestine 
during May, bringing the total number 
of immigrants for the first five months of 
1935 to above 24,000 Jews according to 
figures released by the Immigration De- 
partment of the Jewish agency for Pales- 
tine.—Jewish Missionary Magazine. 

The rebuilding of Palestine is of great 
prophetic importance concerning the end 
of the age and is first-hand proof of the 
inspiration of the Holy Scripture.

RUSSIA 

On the eve of the Seventh World Con- 
gress of Communist International meet- 
ing in Moscow under date of July 25, 
news was given out thru the newspaper, 
Pravda, chief organ of the party, to the 
effect that there was being a reversal of 
Soviet doctrines of war on all bourgeois 
governments. The Reds explained that it 
is better to co-operate with Democratic 
party government than to allow Facism 
to get a chance at control.

BUILDING 

It is curious that our Lord names 
“building” as a characteristic of the end, 
and it is no less singular how it is forcing 
itself on our attention. He draws the 
parallel from the days of Lot, not of 
Noah: “They ate, they drank, they 
bought, they sold, they planted, they 
builded” (Luke 17:28). We take but 
three examples. (1) “In Moscow alone,” 
says J. J. Deck, “there are 3,000 build- 
ings either under construction or repair. 
Throughout all Rusia, in every city and 
town, a big building program is going.” 
(2) A vast house building program is in 
progress in England. “We are engaged,” 
says Geoffrey Shakespeare, of the Ministry 
of Health (London Times, Mar. 21, 
1935), “on the immense national task 
of rebuilding Britain: already the face of 
England is rapidly changing.” (3) The 
growth of building activity in Palestine 
can be seen in that the expenditure on 
building in 1928 was 60,000 Palestine 
pounds, but in 1932 it was 600,000, or a 

tenfold increase in four years. 
—Sunday School Times. 
Note: Perhaps in no other country has 
building and planting assumed such wide-

The Ohio state convention convened 
at Middletown, Ohio, May 23-26, under 
the supervision of E. Haynes, state over- 
seer. The convention opened with a large 
delegation from all over the state. Repre- 
sentatives were there from Michigan, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, and quite a 
few from other states. This convention 
was held in the local church at Middle- 
town and was a very enjoyable conven- 
tion. Many good sermons were preached 
and those who were present stated that 
it was one of the best conventions ever 
held in the state. The power fell on ev- 
ery occasion and many messages were 
given and some interpretations, urging the 
saints to be faithful until the coming of 
our Lord.

Be- 
sides the large delegation from the State 
of Michigan, there were representatives 
from Kentucky, Ohio, Tennessee, West 
Virginia, Virginia, Pennsylvania, Illinois 
and Indiana. This was indeed a wonderful 
convention. The power of God was pres- 
ent in every service and you could feel 
that wonderful uplift that blesses the 
souls of men. The messages were very in- 
structive and I don’t think I ever heard 
better preaching. Brother Phillips is cer- 
tainly one of the best overseers in the 
church and the work in Michigan is rapid- 
ly advancing.

While I was there 
it seemed that the whole place was filled 
with the glory of God, and everybody 
seemed to be pressing forward in the great 
work of the Lord. The altar was filled ev- 
ery evening with earnest seekers. It was 
estimated that there were two hundred 
people in the altar at the evening service, 
and many of them prayed through to 
victory. Florida has been blessed with the 
gospel of the Church of God for many 
years, and she has a large membership of 
true soldiers of Jesus Christ. They are al- 
ways loyal in every obligation that is 
placed upon them. We highly appreciate 
the people of Florida. 

The Tennessee convention convened at 
Knoxville, Tenn., M. P. Cross, state over- 
seer. The good old state of Tennessee with 
its large number of churches and big 
membership is always held in high esteem 
and the work in the state has always pro- 
gressed and has been a great example and 
blessing to other states. Brother Cross 
has done a good work in Tennessee this 
year and his reports show a great gain or 
increase in tithes. The messages were in- 
teresting and the ministers seemed to be 
encouraged. There were visitors present 
from Michigan, Ohio, West Virginia, Vir- 
ginia, Georgia, Kentucky, Illinois, and In- 
diana and especially were the services 
Saturday night and Sunday morning 
largely attended. We feel sure that the 
work in Tennessee is going forward and 
we expect this year to be one of the best 
years for the state. 

Our next convention convened at Som- 
erset, Pa., June 26-30, in the city park 
which is one of the most beautiful spots 
I ever visited, with its large pavillion, 
dining room and kitchen and every ac- 
commodation that is needed for a great 
occasion like this. C. H. Blankenship is 
spending his first year as overseer in 
Pennsylvania. Brother Blankenship is not 
only a good preacher but he is an expert 
bookkeeper and the record of his work is 
kept in a systematic way. The people in 
Pennsylvania like Brother Blankenship 
and spoke very highly of his work. This 
convention had _ representatives. from 
Ohio, Maryland, West Virginia, Virginia, 
Delaware, Maine, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
and North Carolina. To say that this was 
a wonderful occasion would be putting 
it mild. The ample facilities for an oc- 
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casion like this made it very inviting. It 
is estimated that several thousand people 
visited this convention. Many good mes- 
Sages were given and the glory of God 
filled the place. I am sure that this con- 
vention will long be remembered by 
those who attended. Time would fail me 
to tell of the good things that God gave 
His people on this occasion. The work in 
this state is going by leaps and bounds. 

The Northwest convention convened 
at Minot, N. Dak. They have bought a 
tract of land just out from the city, a 
beautiful grove, and have erected a large 
tabernacle which will seat approximately 
a thousand people. The people were camp- 
ing there from all over North and South 
Dakota, Montana, and in fact, at the eve- 
ning services the building would not hold 
near all of the visitors. The Canadian 
people were not present this time on ac- 
count of the depression but they sent 
greetings to the assembly. Brother Walk- 
er, as overseer of these several states, is 
doing a great work for the church. They 
will have in session after the next Gen- 
eral Assembly a Bible School which is 
known as the Northwest Bible School and 
Musical Academy of the Church of God. 
This bids fair to be a great institution of 
learning and I am sure it will be a valu- 
able asset to the work in the Northwest. 
Brother F. W. Lemons has been employ- 
ed as a teacher for this school. The altar 
was filled each evening with hundreds of 
hungry souls and quite a few prayed 
through to victory. 

We next visited South Carolina con- 
vention which convened at Greenville, 
S. C., Brother Earl Paulk, overseer. This 
convention convened in the Greenville 
church which is a beautiful brick build- 
ing with a seating capacity of from a 
thousand to twelve hundred. This build- 
ing was practically full in daytime and 
crowded at night with several hundred 
standing around the building. This was a 
most wonderful occasion. Many were 
healed and God’s blessings flowed freely. 
Brother Paulk is a good overseer and he 
is bringing South Carolina to the front. 
They have built eight new churches this 
year, All of these are large buildings, 
some of them brick, and it is said by 
those who are in position to know that 
South Carolina’s increase of members is 
greater than any previous year. We found 
many loyal people that loved the church 
and are putting forth great efforts to 
promote its cause. There were visitors 
from Florida, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, and possibly other states 
that I did not know of. This was a great 
convention and I am sure those who were 
present were renewed in the Lord and we 
are sure the effects of this convention 
will last a long time.

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HE Jewish question is a very old one. 

You will find the Jew everywhere. 
You will find them leaders of Anarchism 
and Bolshevism, sowing discord in and 
among the nations. Jews are leaders in 
Atheism, Infidelity and Socialism. In ev- 
erything destructive you will find a Jew. 
According to Mr. Rohold, a Jewish mis- 
sionary, the Jewish nation has given the 
world twenty-six false Christs, and some 
of them are still living in the city of Je- 
rusalem. 

Yet everything we enjoy religiously, 
we owe to the Jew. The Bible was writ- 
ten by Jews. Peter was a Jew; and so 
was John the beloved disciple; Luke the 
physician was a Jew; and Mary the moth- 
er of Jesus was a Jewess. The Gospel you 
and I enjoy today was preached to the 
Jew first and then to the Greek. 

The glorious church God founded on 
the day of Pentecost was not a Gentile 
church. It was Jewish. All things came 
to the Jews first and later on we Gentiles 
were grafted in. Bear in mind that we are 
indebted to the Jew for everything we 
know and have, spiritually speaking, con- 
cerning the one true God and His Son 
Jesus Christ; and for this reason alone 
we have no right to persecute or hate 
the Jews. They are set aside for a little 
while till the fulness of the Gentiles shail 
come in, but as soon as the number of 
the Gentiles is made up, then God will 
turn again to the Jews and they will be 
the leading nation. 

Let us go into the Bible for a few 
minutes and see what we can find about 
this marvelous Jewish nation. The Jew 
is still God’s ancient, chosen people, and 
God has given unto him great, wonderful 
and marvelous promises. Some have been 
fulfilled, others not yet, but as sure as 
God is reigning in the heavens, He some 
day will fulfill every one of the promises 
given unto the children of Israel. 

Turn with me to Genesis 12:3. Here 
we see the fate of the man who hates 
or persecutes the Jew. “I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse them that curse 
thee.’ Hatred against the Hebrews start- 
ed in Egypt. The first Anti-Semite was 
Pharaoh, and you know his end. It didn’t 
pay old Pharaoh to persecute the He- 
brews, and it has not paid anybody else. 
They are God’s people. Every nation on 
the face of the earth that has persecuted 
and mistreated the Jew has had to pay 
for it. I do not have to remind you of 
how Spain, and Turkey, and Russia perse- 
cuted the Jew. And if the reports of 
persecution of the Jews in Germany are 
true, she too will have to pay. 

The Jews are God’s blessed people, and 
He will never forget the promises He 
has given unto them. That is the reason 
America is enjoying more prosperity than 
the rest of the world. The Jew was perse- 
cuted in Russia, Spain and Turkey. Our 
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It is very apparent that the hatred 
of the Jew which has recently re- 
vived in different parts of Europe, 
is unmistakably revealing itself in 
American life today. While it is 
plainly God’s method of driving the 
Jew out from among the nations 
back to Palestine, far be it from any 
Christian to take any part in this 
maltreatment. Let us bear in mind 
Christ’s words, “It must needs be 
that offences come; but woe to that 
man by whom the offence cometh.” 








government said, “Come over here, you 
persecuted people, and help us make a 
great nation out of the American peo- 
ple.” The Jew came, and we have about 
four million of them in North America. 
In New York there are 1,701,260 Jews, 
making that the largest Jewish city in 
the world. 

We are going through the greatest de- 
pression ever experienced by mankind 
since the dawn of history, but God has 
given us a way out of it. Read it in Psa. 
122:6, “Pray for the peace of Jerusalem, 
for they shall prosper that love thee.” 
That is God’s prescription. 

Jerusalem was destroyed many times, 
but every time it was rebuilt, while Baby- 
lon, Nineveh, Heliopolis, etc., went down 
never to rise again. 

The Jew is the miracle of history. 
When Napoleon Bonaparte got into Italy 
and camped near the city of Milan, he 
called the Archbishop to him and said, 
“Give me proof that there is a God, and 
that the Bible is His inspired Word.” The 
Archbishop pointed his finger to General 
Messena, a Jew, the greatest general who 
fought under the flag of France when 
Napoleon Bonaparte was emperor. There 
are about 16 million Jews in the world, 
and every last one of them is a proof of 
the existence of God. As a race they 
have kept clean. Theirs is the purest 
racial blood on earth today. Their av- 
erage life is one-third longer than ours. 
Their death rate is seven per thousand. 
Our Gentile death rate is fourteen per 
thousand. The Jew as a race has not de- 
generated. 

When Disraeli, the great Jewish states- 
man of England, was scorned by an Eng- 
lish nobleman for his Jewish birth, Dis- 
raeli replied: “My ancestors were princes 
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and kings in the earth when yours were 
savages.” 

God declared, “If ye will obey my 
voice indeed, and keep my covenant, then 
ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto me 
above all people; for all the earth is mine: 
and ye shall be unto me a kingdom of 
priests and an holy nation” (Exodus 19: 
5, 6). But the Jew did not understand 
God and backslid, bringing upon himself 
the punishments prophesied. 

In Deut. 28:37 we read, “Thou shalt 
become an astonishment, a proverb, and 
a by-word among all nations.” This was 
said to them in the wilderness, before 
they got into Canaan. Is the Jew a by- 
word among the nations now? Yes! 
There isn’t a nation on the face of the 
earth that hasn’t given the Jew a nick- 
name. In the Hebrew this word “byword” 
reads “Shininah.” What do you call the 
Jew when you give him a nickname? 
Sheeny! Perhaps you didn’t know that 
was in the Bible and that in calling the 
Jews this name men are fulfilling a 
prophecy given four thousand years ago. 

Read verses 49 and 50 of the same 
chapter, and you have a prophecy that 
was given fifteen hundred years before 
it was fulfilled. Rome is the nation of 
the eagle, the far-off nation of iron, the 
nation of a fierce countenance. The 
prophecy was given before there ever was 
a city of Rome, before anybody knew 
anything about a Roman empire. God 
said, in substance, “I will send the Ro- 
man into your country. A fierce nation 
whose language you shall not under- 
stand, and they shall be as swift as eagles.” 
The Romans got into the country all 
right, and they were there when Jesus 
Christ was born. 

Deut. 28:53 tells us, ““And thou shalt 
eat the fruit of thine own body, the flesh 
of thy sons and of thy daughters, which 
the Lord thy God hath given thee, in the 
siege, and in the straitness, wherewith 
thine enemies shall distress thee.” That 
prophecy was given in the wilderness. 
When the Romans captured Jerusalem in 
the year 70 A. D., the Jewish historian, 
Josephus, got into the city and into a 
Jewish home. He opened the drawers of 
a dresser, and there he found the half of 
a roasted baby, its own mother having 
eaten the other half. 

The 64th verse of the same chapter 
reads, ““And the Lord shall scatter thee 
among all people from one end of the 
earth even unto the other.” Did God do 
it? We know He did. 

The Jew, according to the Word of 
God, is scattered among all nations. 
These prophecies all cry out, “Fulfilled! 
fulfilled! fulfilled!” If you deny the in- 
spiration of the Word of God then ex- 
plain unto me the Jew. You cannot do 
it; no higher critic can; no infidel can. 

Turn to Jeremiah 31:10, “He that 
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scattered Israel will gather him.” The 
Jews are going back to Palestine. The 
growth of the Jewish population in Pales- 
time is remarkable. From 55,000 in 1918 
it has grown to 200,000 at present. Jew- 
ish colonies now number 130, and the 
land held by Jews has increased twelve- 
fold. They came out of 64 nations. 

We read in Isaiah 60:5 (R. V.), “The 
wealth of the Gentiles shall come unto 
thee.” Did it? 

During the Middle Ages, the Jews were 
not permitted to own or even to lease 
land. Agricultural life was denied them. 
They were compelled to live in cities, 
where, in order to gain a livelihood, they 
engaged in business pursuits. The busi- 
ness genius they have as a people coday 
is the accumulated result of training 
through centuries of business experience 
The Jews control the money market, the 
motion picture industry, the tobacco in- 
dustry, the clothing industry, jewelry, 
grain, cotton, magazine authorship, 50 
per cent or more of the meat packing in- 
dustry, and the loan business. God ful- 
filled His prediction to the very letter. 
Jews founded the Bank of England, the 
Bank of Amsterdam, the Bank of Ham- 
burg; to them is due the stock exchange 
and the promissory note. Everywhere his- 
tory records the same phenomenon: The 
Jew is a builder of business. When Spain 
expelled the Jews in 1492, her commer- 
cial importance suddenly declined; the 
the same was experienced by Italy and 
Portugal when the Jews migrated from 
those countries northward. The cities of 
Hamburg and Frankfurt in Germany, and 
of Bordeaux, Marseilles and Rouen in 
France rose to a marvellous prosperity 
after they had opened their doors to the 
Jews. 


It may be well enough to remember, 
too, that it was the Jews who discovered 
America. Columbus, on the side of his 
mother, Susanna Fonterassa, was of Jew- 
ish descent. A Jew, Louis de Santangel, 
financed Columbus’ voyage across the 
Atlantic. The first white man to set foot 
on American soil was a Jew, Louis de 
Torres. The Revolutionary War was fi- 
nanced by a Jew, Hyman Solomon. 
Brandeis and Cordozo, Jews, are well 
known judges of the Supreme Court. The 
Governors of three of our states are Jews. 
No, God has not forgotten the Israelites, 
“they were mingled among the heathen 
and learned their works” (Psalm 106:35, 
36). 


In Hosea 3:4 we read, “The children 
of Israel shall abide many days without 
a king and without a prince.” Fulfilled! 
This scripture verse alone is a death-blow 
to “Anglo-Israelism,” for the Anglo- 
Saxon nations have never been without a 
king or president. Can any rational being 
believe that the Angles, Saxons, Vikings, 
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Danes, Jutes, Normans, etc., that now 
make up the English speaking peopic 
were really Israelites in disguise? 


Once more! “The three greatest inter- 
national lawyers of modern times were: 
Jellinck of Germany; Leon-Caen of 
France; and Asser of Holland, Jews.” 


In the realm of Music we find such 
Jewish names as Strauss, Mendelssohn, 
Rubinstein. In Philosophy: Spinaza, Berg- 
son, Feuerbach, Schopenhauer. In Science: 
Steinmetz, Ehrlich, Einstein. There wasn’t 
a man in the U. S. A. during the World 
War who had more power than Bernard 
Baruch, a Jew, who was made food ad- 
ministrator by President Wilson, And so 
we could go on, but this will suffice to 
prove that God has not forsaken the Jews. 

Now I call your attention to Isaiah 5+: 
8, “In a little wrath I hid my face from 
thee for a moment.” This is what Paul 
has reference to in Romans 11:25, “Blind- 
ness in part is happened to Israel, until 
the fulness of the Gentiles be come in.” 
Let’s see if we can find out how long this 
“moment” of God lasts. Leviticus 26:24 
reads, “I will punish you yet seven 
times.” From Dan. 4:16 we gather that 
“the times of the Gentiles” are of the 
same duration, that is “seven times.” [n 
the Revelation we learn that a period of 
seven times is a period of 2,520 years and 
from Ezekiel 4:6 we learn that it is scrip- 
tural to count a year for a day. This 
means the times of the Gentiles will last 
about 2,520 years. When did the times 
of the Gentiles begin? Prophetic students 
have disagreed as to this point; there are 
four important dates from which we may 
reckon, or at which the times of the pun- 
ishment of Israel or the times of the Gen- 
tiles might begin. 

First 606 B. C. That year marked the 
first siege of Nebuchadnezzar against Je- 
rusalem, in which Jehoiakim surrendered, 
(2 Kings 24:1.) Let us deduct 606 from 
2,520 and we get 1914. Now what hap- 
pened in the year 1914? The Gentile na- 
tions were angry with one another and 


started the World War. 


Second. 603 B. C., when Jehoiakim re- 
belled against Nebuchadnezzar. Let us 
now add 3 years to 1914, and we get 
1917. Did anything remarkable happen 
in 1917? On Palm-Sunday of that year 
the Jews met in New York to appoint 
their “congress” to regain possession of 
Palestine. On November 2nd, 1917, the 
famous Balfour Declaration was born, in 
which Great Britain stated that she 
“viewed with favor the establishment in 
Palestine of a national home for the Jew- 
ish people.”” On November the 9th, Gen- 
eral Allenby captured Jerusalem from the 
rule of the Turk. This meant “the begin- 
ning of the end” of the World War. 
(Read Luke 21:24.) 1917 was the end 
of the Hegira Calendar of the Turks. 
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They accepted the Gregorian Calendar 
in their year 1335. (Read Daniel 12:12.) 

Third. 598 B. C. This year marks the 
death of Jehoiakim, and would bring us 
to the year 1922 A. D. On September 
llth, 1922, the British Mandate over 
Palestine was officially proclaimed. Sir 
Herbert Samuel, the first Jew since the 
days of the Maccabees, was appointed 
High Commissioner of Palestine. 

Fourth. 586 B. C., which marks the 
fall of Jerusalem, capture of King Jede- 
kiah, burning of the temple and breaking 
down of the walls. (Jer. 52:7.) Reckon- 
ing 2,520 years from that date, we are 
brought to the year 1934. I am expecting 
great things from the Lord in the near 
future, Hallelujah! 

During the war the allies were in an 
awful fix. The English had run out of 
glycerine. Our boys had not gotten over 
there yet. The French and English were 
fighting with their backs against the 
walls of Paris. They couldn’t make any 
ammunition. There was a little Jew ex- 
iled from Russia, by the name of Chaim 
Weizmann. He was a professor of chem- 
istry in the University of Manchester, 
England, and while working in his lab- 
ratory he invented a mighty explosive 
without the use of glycerine. He went to 
the English War Department and said, “I 
have invented a most powerful explosive.” 
They tried it out and found it to be the 
most terrible explosive known. 

When the government asked how much 
he wanted he said, “Not a penny; just 
liberate Palestine. Give Palestine back to 
the Jew. That is all I ask.” Thus the Bal- 
four Declaration was born, the English 
government promising to give Palestine 
back to the Jews. 

The English began to manufacture 
that explosive according to the formula 
of Professor Weizmann. They packed it 
in tin cans, loaded it upon ships to be 
sent across the English channel to France 
—but every ship blew up. At first it was 
thought that German submarines were to 
blame, but it was discovered that as soon 
as the ships began to roll on the choppy 
waves of the channel the powder explod- 
ed. Dr. Weizmann was asked for a reason. 
He could not answer, but said, “I'll ask 
God about it.” Reading the Old Testa- 
ment his mind was directed to Job 38:22, 
23, “Hast thou entered into the treasures 
of the snow, or hast thou seen the treas- 
ures of the hail, which I have reserved 
against the time of trouble, against the 
day of battle and war?” 

“What does this mean, oh God,” cried 
Weizmann; and God showed him. After 
that they packed artificial ice and snow 
and hail around the tin cans filled with 
the explosive, loaded them upon allied 
ships—and not another ship blew up! 
The situation was saved by the miraculous

Management

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FROM GUATEMALA, C. A. TO 
BARRANQUILLO, COLOMBIA, S. A. 


By J. H. Ingram 


Upon the completion of my Guate- 
malan mission tour I was to go through 
the Republic of El Salvador to the Port 
of La Libertad from where I was to take 
a ship and continue south, But with no 
word of permission from the President 
nor the foreign office, in answer to my 
letter and telegram, I hastily made ar- 
rangements to sail direct from San Jose, 
De Guatemala. I booked passage on the 
S. S. Mayan of the Panama mail (Grace) 
line, and although the ship was not due 
to sail until the next day, I was received 
aboard ship and given lodging and was 
also taken on a three days’ cruise up the 
Pacific Coast to the Port of Champeric> 
and back, at no added cost. “Mayan” is 
a new name given to this ship, a “war- 
prize”’ interned during the European con- 
flict. It formerly belonged to Germany 
and was used by the Kaiser in transport- 
ing troops to German out-colonies. 


As the shades of night began to fall, 
and with the twilight stealing over the 
sea, 1 could imagine seeing the Kaiser 
himself back on the scene again and pac- 
ing the deck, dressed in regal splendor 
with his one little dwarfed arm dangling 
at his side, while he made gestures with 
the other and mumbled to himself, ‘Me 
and God will rule the world.” We see 
how he is ruling the world having gone 
the way all other kings and kingdoms are 
destined to go. I thought of Rev. 11:15 
which is to soon be fulfilled. ““And the 
seventh angel sounded, and there were 
great voices in heaven, saying, The king- 
doms of this world are become the king- 
doms of our Lord, and of his Christ; and 
he shall reign for ever and ever.” 


Getting back to the ship. It was twelve 
days from the time I went aboard until I 
disembarked at. Puntarena, Costa Rica, 
during which time we visited all the oth- 
er Central American republics. The first 
part of the call, after leaving Guatemala, 
was in Acajutla, El Salvador, where we 
were held up twenty-four hours because 
of the high seas which were running. At 
times when the storm broke its fury and 
began to take on serious proportions, the 
passengers could be seen gathered in si- 
lent groups about the decks in their ap- 
parent bewilderment. I felt like singing 
and thus began the old familiar strains— 


“The billows are rolling high, and thunder 


shakes the sky, 

The lightning flashing, the tempest all 
around, 

But Jesus walks the sea and calms the an- 
gry waves. 

Oh, the storm is passing over, hallelujah! 


“The storm has disappeared, the distant 
light is dim, 

My heart is filled with joy 
breaking in.

We made three ports of call in El Sal- 
vador, including Acajutla, La Libertad 
and La Union. I went ashore in La Union 
and from what I could learn there is still 
liberty of worship for all, but there are 
certain restrictions against foreigners en- 
tering the country since the communists 
almost overthrew the government recent- 
ly. The exact number killed will prob- 
ably never be known, but the estimate 
ran as high as 11,000 or more—that is, 
the losses among the reds and their sym- 
pathizers. Thus, the evil of communism 
has been stamped out temporarily at 
least, although it is reported a great many 
innocent lives were sacrificed in the 
wholesale killings which took place. 


This country has experienced a Holy 
Ghost revival in recent years, which 
reached over into Guatemala. The As- 
sembly of God folks have a good work 


there and we too have an opening. 


I did not go ashore in Amapala, the 
only stop made in Honduras, and, judging 
from the reports coming in, it is a good 
place to stay away from at the present, 
with banditry and robbery flourishing on 
every hand. We made two calls in Nica- 
ragua, at Corinto and San Juan del Sur. 
I went ashore in Corinto. With the 
“devil-dogs” (U.S. Marines) gone home, 
and Sandino (the andit general) dead, a 
spirit of rejoicing seems to prevail on ev- 
ery hand, with peace reigning supremely. 
With the “cordoba” (monetary unit of 
Nicaragua) at almost par with the U. S. 
dollar, the general order of the day seemed 
to be “business as usual.” These people 
are hungry for the gospel, it appears. I 
learned there was some Pentecostal work 
in the interior. 


With further reference to General 
Sandino, who died a martyr to the cause 
he loved. He was probably not the worst 
man ‘in Nicaragua, from what I could 
learn through conversing with one of his 
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ex-lieutenants. 
In Costa Rica 

Eighteen days were spent in Costa Rica. 
After landing in Puntarena I took the 
train to San Jose, the capital of the re- 
public, which is situated in a beautiful 
green valley surrounded by high volcanic 
mountains at an elevation of around 
5,000 feet above the sea. The climate is 
ideal the year round at this place and with 
the dollar worth $6.25 (colones) at the 
present rate of exchange, one can live in 
luxury with a small amount of American 
money. I spent six days in this place, 
where I met Don Joaquin Vela, noted 
Central American evangelist of Guata- 
mala. He has a good work here with 
around a hundred members and our 
meeting, though unexpected, was very 
timely, as he is anticipating a change and 
we may land this work yet. Please pray 
for this brother who is secking a deeper 
experience in the Holy Ghost, and that 
financial means may be provided to take 
care of not only this, but all other work 
which may be opened to us in the Span- 
ish Americas. 

My next stop was in Cartago, which 
was once the capital of Costa Rica, the 
seat of the government being moved to 
San Jose after the former city was destroy- 
ed in 1910 and no one ever knows what 
moment the great volcano “Irazu,” which 
towers above the city to a height of more 
than 11,000 feet, will let go like “the 
crack of doom,” leaving widespread death 
and destruction at its base, for it is still 
smoking after all these years, with occa- 
sional slight earth shocks accompanied by 
wierd underground rumblings. 

At this place I met Brother Amos 
Bradley, a Pentecostal missionary who has 
a small work opened up in the city. Mr. 
Bradley has put about twenty-seven years 
on the Central American mission field, 
mostly in Guatemala, and has doubtless 
suffered much. His family, which he has 
not seen for about five years, is living in 
Atlanta, Ga. He, too, is considering a 
change and would like so much to have 
his family with him in the work. Some- 
thing else to pray about. 

From Cartago I continued by train to 
Puerto Limon. This is quite a large city, 
situated on the shore of the Caribbean Sea 
just south of the “Mosquito Coast,” 
rightly named for the “ladies from the 
jungle” surely did take a liking to your 
servant from the way they started dig- 
ging their “bills” or “beaks” into him at 
night. Yes, “ladies’”’—only female mos- 
quitoes are ever known to bite. 

Puerto Limon enjoys the “spotlights” 
in Central American history, for it js 
built on the spot where Christopher Co- 
lumbus landed on one of his exploration 
trips to the “new world.” Here we left 
the Spanish work for the time being, as 
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almost the entire population is made up 
of West Indian colored folks, who speak 
English. And the best part of it was, the 
Lord beat me there and had everything 
arranged. One Salvation Army sister re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and ran to a lay- 
reader and local preacher in the Anglican 
church and the Holy Ghost fell on him, 
and from that the work began to spread. 
The brother in question has a banana 
plantation and is a prosperous farmer. He 
lives in the city, has a nice home. So the 
Lord put it on his heart to build a new 
church, which he did, and also bought 
three houses and lots to provide free liv- 
ing quarters for the poor members. i 
preached a week for them and set a 
church in order with fourteen members, 
with more to follow. We are planning 
on opening a combined day and church 
school soon. Please pray for this work. 
There are other openings here but I have 
to leave them until later. The general cry 
everywhere is, “Help, help, help,” and i 
have yet to hear the first voice to be 
raised in opposition. The writer was set 
before these folks in a vision, surrounded 
by a halo of light before a radio micro- 
phone. I told them I hoped the Lord may 
see fit to use me as a “mouth piece” 
through which He may speak in heralding 
“the good tidings of great joy” over His 
heavenlv radio. 

With tne exception of about 1,200 
semi-civilized Salamanca Indians, Costa 
Rica (rich coast) enjoys a thoroughly 
modern and high state of civilization, 
and boasts herself of supporting more 
school teachers than soldiers. 

I sailed from Costa Rica for Panama 
on the German ship “Cordillera” of the 
Hamburg American line, June 22. A fare- 
well party consisting of members and 
friends from the church, came aboard to 
see me before the ship sailed, and we held 
services on the deck. Mr. Hitler had sent 
over and rounded up a group of young 
Nazi recruits from the German colonies 
of Central America, who were sailing for 
Germany on this ship. To my mind 
Adolph himself can be none other than 
a “young Kaiser” in the making, going 
forward with his plans to “colonize the 
world” (?). As the great greyhound of 
the seas “shoved off” the band was on 
deck playing the new Nazi _ national 
march while all lined the rails standing 
in an erect position, left hand to side, 
right extended from the shoulder—the 
Nazi salute—while a large gathering of 
relatives and friends lined the shore wav- 
ing back until we were lost to view in 
the darkness of the night which had set- 
tled upon the sea. 

At The Crossroads of the World 

Arriving at the Panama Canal, which 
might rightly be called “The Crossroads 
of the world,” I went to the missionary 
home which is_ provided free by the 
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American Bible Society, which is housed 
in a three-story modern concrete building 
with a garden on top. I was given a room 
and the U. S. Government allowed me the 
privilege of eating at its restaurant at re- 
duced fare. 


I preached a week for the West Indian 
folks here in the city of Colon, republic 
of Panama, to a mixed congregation of 
colored, Chinese, Panamaian and San Blas 
Indians, preaching in English and Span- 
ish. Think we will get a church here. 
Pray! 


I was ready to sail Sunday morning, 
June 30, on the “Costa Rica” of the 
Royal Netherlands steamship line, for 
South America, but I got a long distance 
call over the phone from Balboa, on the 
Pacific side, asking me to please not leave 
without coming over to see them as they 
were very much interested, so I changed 
my booking for another steamer to sail 
two days later and at a saving of enough 
to pay my airplane fare across the isth- 
mus, all but 15c. Then the airways 
whacked $2.50 off my fare, giving me 
U. S. Government rates, and so I was soon 
skimming over the waters of the Atlantic 
Ocean in a giant seaplane which took the 
air to set me down in the Pacific in a 
comparative short time. A farewell party 
was on hand to see me off and gave me 
a large bouquet of roses trimmed with 
small white flowers and ferns. We knelt 
in prayer at the landing and as I stepped 
aboard a brother handed me an envelope 
which contained an offering in U. S. 
dollars to the exact amount of my fare. 


Arriving in Panama City, Brother Geo. 
N. Plonkenhorn, the district church 
clerk, who has the Holy Ghost, met me 
in his seven passenger Buick sedan and 
rushed me to the hospital where I preach- 
ed to a great gathering of the maimed, 
halt, and blind, and distributed my flow-- 
ers among them. Then next I was taken 
to the Free Methodist church where I 
spoke at the eleven o’clock service. At

night I preached for the Christian mis- 
sion to a large crowd. The Methodist 
wanted me again Monday night. I missed 
my ship in order to make this appoint- 
ment but I took the plane back to the 
Atlantic side Monday morning dropping 
down tracts from the skies as I flew 
across, and caught the ship about two 
hours before it sailed for South America. 
I came across on the same ship that 


brought me from Guatemala, “The 
Mayan.” 
Under the “Southern Cross” in South 


America 


Before starting with South America, 
may I just make brief reference to the 
Panama prospect again. There are several 
there who have the Holy Ghost and one 
good preacher among them, and more; 
yes, there are three of them, including 
Brother Plonkenhorn who is soon to re- 
tire and leave for the States, and we are 
trying to get the folks together there and 
set a church in order on my return from 
this trip. 

While in Balboa I was entertained in 
the home of Brother Plonkenhorn, the 
district court clerk, who lives in one of 
the government houses which cost up- 
wards of $20,000 and I learned later he 
slept on the floor to give me a bed, a 
real sacrifice for a man of his caliber. 
We crossed the southern tip of the Carib- 
bean sea to Puerto, Colombia, S. A., in 
two days and nights. It was rough cross- 
ing and I was very sick. I took a car 
twelve miles up Magdalena river to Bar- 
ranquillo, which is a modern and beauti- 
ful city of about 150,000 inhabitants, and 
is the capital of the State of Atlantico. 
Far inland from us the great mountain 
range which forms the upper end of the 
Andes, “the backbone” of the South 
American continent, is to be had for a 
background with the “Southern Cross’ 
turned at an angle to the right, bringing 
out the beauty of the heavens at night,

intervention of God. 


The war came to a close, but the Eng- 
lish did not live up to their promise. The 
year 1919 rolled around, nothing hap- 
pened. In 1920 the Jews became dissatis- 
fied and in April the Zionistic Society had 
a world-wide convention in London, Eng- 
land, to protest against England and the 
allies. Weizmann again was leading the 
meeting, and on April 24, an old man in 
that great company of Jewish men got up 
and said, ‘Folks, we are without hope.” 
He went down the aisles with tears 
streaming down his face and down his 
long white beard, saying, ‘Let us disband 
this meeting. Let us sing together for the 
last time our national anthem, the Song 
of Hope, the Hatikvah.” 

The whole audience rose to their feez 
and sang that Song of Hope, when a 
messenger boy rushed upon the platform 
and gave a telegram to Dr. Weizmann. 
The Doctor read it and cried out, “Stop 
singing our Song of Hope, for all our 
hopes are now realized. The League of 
Nations in session in San Remo, Italy, has 
sent a telegram saying that they approve 
of Palestine’s being the national home of 
the Jew.” And now this same old Jew 
rushed out into the streets, went to the 
flag staff, pulled down the Union Jack, 
the national flag of England, and raised 
into the air the national flag of Judah and 
Israel, a blue flag with a white back- 
ground. For two thousand years that flag 
has been trampled down into dirt and 
dust. But in April, 1920, for the first 
time in two thousand years, that flag was 
flown in the city of London, England. 

When Herbert Samuel came to Jerusa- 
lem, Chief Rabbi Kuk of Jerusalem blew 
the ram’s horn and the “Magon Dovid” 
was flown on Mt. David. It was there 
they heard the ram’s horn and saw the 
flag. Let us read together Isaiah 18:3, 
“All ye inhabitants of the world (God is 
speaking to every man in all the world) 
and ye dwellers of the earth, when an 
ensign is lifted up in the mountains, see, 
and when the horn is blowing, hear.” We 
are living in the days of marvels. Jesus 
said, ““When ye see these things, know 
that it is near, even at the door.” Sinner, 
listen! Jesus is coming! Christian man 
and woman, Jesus is coming! Thank 
God! Are you ready to meet Him? “When 
ye see these things, know that He is near, 
even at the door! Amen.”— The Latter
